His Masestry's sixtieth birthday which occurred this week must not 
be allowed to pass without an expression to him en behalf of the Jews of 
the British Empire of their loyal and dutiful congratulations, together with 
their sincere wishes that he may be spared iv life and strength for many 
years. Amidst all the discontents in the country that have sprung up 
natarally from the great upheaval of the war, happily none appears to 
touch either the Kina or any member of the Royal Family. On the 
contrary, their well-deserved popularity—and particularly that of the 
PRINCE OF WALES, who is at the moment paying brilliant homage to the 
Empire idea—is general among all classes of the subjects of the Kina. 


May the Almighty long preserve him and his, and may he be blessed with 
God’s infinite grace !. 


Encouraging the Arabs. 
THERE would appear to be a recrudescence at the moment of an 
encouragement in this country of Arab discontent in Palestine. The 
MorxInG Post has been the repository for some communications from 
Captain Foxcrorr, M.P., of the nature we indicate; and our contemporary, 
be it said in passing, with a fairness which distinguishes it admitted 
to its colamns a convincing reply to him, from Mr. E. P. Hewrrr, K.C. 
Mr. H. Sr. J. B. Puitsy finds first place in the current NiInrrreenri 
CENTURY with an article hkewise designed to exacerbate Arab ill- 
feeling towards this country. It goes without saying, that these championings 
of Arab irreconcilability are based upon, if net inspired by, a dislike of the 
idea of any amelioration in the Jewish world position. They are informed, 
in fact, by nothing so much as by anti-Jewish sentiment. And if we would 
have proof of this we need go no further than the fact that the Arabs 
whom these people are now so anxious to defend from imaginary evil, and 
whose place as the dominating elemeut in Palestine they are so bent 
upon Maintaining, heard nothing from them during all the 
long years of Turkish oppression. Sarely sach writers as we have 
mentioned, who parade Arab grievances, must concede that the Arab posi- 
tion in Palestine, even with the Balfour Declaration and the Mandate, is 
infinitely preferable to that which they endured before the country was 
administered by great Britain. Or is it that the Effendis are how unable to 


exploit and ipilfer the Fellaheen,and that it is Arabsof that class that doubt- 
less pneonsciously these writers are doing their best to-help-regain a position 
whereby their nefarious exigiousness could again have free play, as under 
the Turkish régime? In any case, it is not a pretty picture when English- 
men in English journals and magazines virtually incite Arabs in Palestine to 


deeds of violence and outrage, as did at least one writer the other day, who. 
with good grace and nice feeling, advised Jews to scuttle out of the country 
and thus save their skins from Arab outrage, as (as the writer put it) did 
Lord Batrour from Damascus! One thing, however, is clear—that all the 
feverish desire to placate Arab opinion that is anti-English and anti-Jewish 
has failed. For our part, we believe—as we have so insistently urged— 
that it has failed because it took a line 


of deceit and sham and make- 
believe. which induced in the 


Arabs a sentiment of suspicion, if not of 
fear. <A straight above-board policy basing itself upon the Balfour 
Declaration and the Mandate, and a determination on the part of the 
(rovernment to earry out in spirit and in letter the purposes for which 
it is Mandatory Power, would by this tim? have won from the Arabs a 
loyal co-operation in the upbuilding of Palestine, which they would have 
come to sce was as much in their interests as in those of Jews. But it is 
sorely to be feared that the canker of what we cannot but term the 
false and vicious policy of the Government, has now gone very far. 
When Zionists the other day wished to show their loyalty to Hs 
Misesty Tue King by displaying Zionists flags in honour of his 
birthday, they were interdicted from showing these Jewish signs 
of fealty. When Colonel Symes was greeted by the Jewish Club at Haifa 
on his appointment as Chief Secretary for th 
told his andience that the National Home * 
of preference and privileges. 


» Palestine Government, he 
cannot be built along the lines 
What he exactly means by this and how 
else any structure can be raised at all, it would be interesting to know. If 
a National Home for the Jewish people is to be built in Palestine, surely 


that in itself must be a matter of preference and of privilege. Indeed, 
“ preference and privileges’ are precisely what the Mandate conferred 


upon the Jewish People, and which the Charchill Memorandam—unhappily 
with the concurrence of the Zionist Executive—nullified and virtually 
made non-effective. 


The Anti-Alien Screw. 


Ir would surely have been more ingenuous, and fairer,if the Howe 
Secretary had announced his-intention of an intensive sweep of aliens from 
this country, while Parliament was sitting, so that his action could have 
received either the condemnation or approval of Parliament. This we should 
have thought Sir WiLiiAmM Joyxson-Hicks himself would have deemed the 
more necessary, seeing that the real legality of his action is not abundantly 
clear, and is taken under administrative powers which gave the 
Home Office in this matter practically carte blaiché, in order to 
meet the exigencies of the war which ceased nearly seven years ago. 
The plea or excuse which the Home Secretary has taken for this 
increased vigilance is the alleged danger from Commanist propaganda. 
Communism is entirely opposed to Jewish doctrines of government, 
and an overwhelming majority of Jews throughout the world are 
opposed to that political creed in any form. In criticising the 
Home Soecretary’s action, therefore, we are not in the remotest 
afraid of being identified with political teachings, .which we abhor 
as strenuously as he does. And sowe have no hesitation in saying that 
the Communist talk by which Sir WILLIAM has sought to justify himself is 
the merest bogey. We cannot recall any occasion throughout history when 
any people, certainly none so virile and sensible as the English, 
have been influenced in their political opinions by an _ alien 
propaganda. We are, moreover, quite sure that nothing is 
more likely to place the average British subject, and particularly the 
average British working man, in opposition to Communism, than to allow 
him to understand, by means of speeches in iis favour, what the crazy 
creed really is. We fancy that we get nearer the truth about the real pur- 
pose of this anti-alien move, when we meet with the argument that while 
there are so many unemployed in this country, alien immigration must 
be restricted. Economically, it is a fallacious doctrine ; because the alien 
immigrant pats bread into the mouth of the native, and must necessarily 


do so if he is to live, to a much greater extent than he deprives the’ 


native of his bread. But apart from that, restrictive legislation is in the 


nature of an aneurism which stops the free flow of commercial life-bleod. 
How many times has it happened that aliens have come to this country, or 
gone to America, and established’ vast industries built upon nothing so 
much as their connection with the countries from ‘which they came! But 
we are more concerned to call attention to the new stringency of this alien 
administration because as Jews we feel it our duty to protest against 
a policy which is cruel, callous and inconsiderate to the stranger 
that is. within our gates. Not only what may be termed ecclesiastical 
Jewish . Law, not only. Rabbinical teaching, but the teaching of the 
Bible to which Christians owe equa! allegiance as do Jews, lays down 
the doctrine clearly, emphatically and irrevocably—there must be 
one law for the stranger as for the indweller. Deviation from 
and neglect of that law can never tend to a nation’s greatness; 
and there are keen observers of the United States who perceive in her 
rejection of the Bible teaching to which we refer, much of the trouble with 
which America is beginning to see itself encompassed. The worst of it 
is that legislation of this sort has its severest. reaction upon those who put 
it into foree. It creates in them a moral sapping, and induces a reliance 
upon material power instead of upon spiritual greatness, an awful example 
of which has only recently been added to the many the world has seen in 
the past. If Jews, placed as they are amid the nations of the world, have 
a duty clearer than any other, tt is to utter a warning voice to the country 
in which they dwell “*shonld it stray from the high path marked out by 
Bible lesson, and resort to the lower way of national selfishness and 
national indifference.

They might well sing //a!/-’ 
that day, for it was a day of rejoicing, a festival day, not only for themselves 
but for the great and sacred cause of which that synagogue was a representa- 
tive. Congregational life could have no foundation without proper religious 
instruction. The old rabbis in their paradoxical way had said that the 
foundation of society, of human life, of Jewish life, was the breath of little 
children. To-day they realised that the only foundation of Jewish life was 
that made by the breath of little school children studying the Hebrew Bible. 
trying to understand the Divine ideas which it was the duty of Jewry 
to teach its children to proclaim. He wished to point out how appropriate 
it was that the foundation-stone should have been laid by the daughter of 
one who had devoted half-a-century to higher Jewish education. The 
sacredness of the school transcended the sacredness of the synagogue iv 
Jewish life. He hoped that every father and mother would in the future 
help towards spreading the sacred influences of that congregation by sending 
their children to the classes, so that they might become an ardent centre of 
religious feeling. Then the blessing of God would rest upon that synagogue 
and upon the founders and promoters of that great undertaking. 

The Rev. W. Levin, after reciting the prayer for the Royal Family, 
said that although they could not move a formal vote of thanks in that 
building, he wished to say how deeply they appreciated the address of 
the Chief Rabbi. They, too, were grateful to the lady who had well and 
truly laid the foundation-stone of their classrooms. Her grandfather on her 
mother's side had been present at the foundation-stone laying of tha! 
synagogue, and her grandfather, the late Mr. Raphael Tuck, as well as her 
father, who had been one of the Wardens, her mother and herself had 
worshipped within that synagogue. The hall had been named after her 
brother-in-law, a man of great integrity and noble character, and one of the 
finest of Jews. He trusted the classrooms would be the success they hoped 
for. They were deeply grateful to the members of the congregation for the 
manner in which they had come forward to help put their ideas into practical 
form. ‘They were now in the wonderful position that they had been able to 
gather sufficient money to open the building entirely free of debt except for 
the loan granted by the United Synagogue. But, the mere opening of the 
classrooms would not be sufficient. They had to think of the equipment. 
They had already coHected £50 for this purpose, but required a further £25/).

No less serious than the course thus pursued by the Federation is to my 
mind its determination to offer ro more than £300 per arnim as the 
starting salary of Mr. Blank’s successor. Lam given to understand that 
the work involves what is termed.a whole time job and I ask: how can it 
be expected with such a fee a man of reputation, who desires to keep him- 
relf respectable in every sense of the term, can in these days get through 
on such a salary ? Again, this is not a matter merely for the Federation but 
for the community at large, since to somé extent the Federation's action 
tends to set at a low figure the remuneration that should be paid 
for communal work. Anyway it seems beyond doubt that the Federation 
ie asking for communal trouble by fixing such a poor salary for its 
Secretary, upon whom rot only onerous duties will devolve but large 
responsibilities both of a moral and a financial nature. The idea, I take it, 
is to save in the salary the pension that has been awarded Mr. Blank. If 
1 xm right in this, it strikes me as astrange thing that the Pharaoh who 
is arising and who possibly knows not Joseph, should be asked virtually 
to pay his predecessor the pension Mr. Blank no doubt so richly earned. 
For that is what it really comes to. ..The Federation may be 
faving in the small salary it is offering the £300 a year it has felt itself 
compelled out of sheer recognition to bestow upon Mr: Blank, but the person 
who will be paying it will be the new Secretary who, IT reckon, will be 
receiving just about ten shillings in the £ of the fair reward which 
thould be paid him for the work he will have to undertake.

Some twenty years ag >, a Committee of the Council of the United 
Synagogue was appointed to recommend alterations that in the view of 
the Committee were needed in the United Synagogne Act and Deed of 
Foundation and Trust.

He loved the synagogue, and its members reciprocated 
the feeling—his loss is mourned by everybody connected therewith. May

The death of Ascher L. Sions, after a long period of patient suffering, 
ends a notable career of useful and devoted service of a staunch son of 
[sraecl. Deservedly popular and beloved, the passing of “ Ascher” (as he 
was affectionately called by his many friends and co-workers) has brought 
grief and sorrow to the hearts of a large section of the comnmmnity. The 
remarkable assembly at his residence in Green Lancs and at the Willesden 
Cemetery, on Monday last, bore ample testimony tothe respect and admira- 
tion in which the deceased was held. Being called upon as a very young 
man to undertake parental duty, he willingly shouldered the responsibility 
and “fathered” his young charges with a rare and devoted love. To him 
this sacred duty became a proud privilege, and he carried it out manfully and 
cheerily. Notwithstanding these additional cares, Ascher showed his strong 
desire to be of use in the community. Sabbath by Sabbath for many years 
he was to be found at his post at the Sabbath Classes, where. in a voluntary 
capacity, he delighted in giving instruction to a class of young boys. 
Although not a professional teacher, he was able by his love and sincerity 
for Judaism and everything Jewish--his life and conduct —to 
an influence for good upon his pupils. Wednesday 
gladly gave up to the management of the “* Concerts for the 
Poor,” held at the Jews’ Free School, and he spared neither time nor 
labour in making these an unqualified success. As head steward his services 
were freely given at communal functions where organising ability and 
‘munch tactfulness were necessary essentials. But the crowning work of his 
life was reserved for the Dalston Synagogue, where, for a whole decade, he 
laboured incessantly. In 1915,0n the persuasion of the writer, Mr. Sions 
accepted nomination for office at the synagogue and was immediately selected 
as its Financial Representative. With a healthy cnthusiasm he determined 
to restore the synagogue to its former prosperity, and 
infusing new life into it. He loved 
everything connected with it, He was one of the founders of the 
Burial Society and acted as iis first Hon. Secretary and ce- 
Treasurer. A strong supporter of the Hebrew and Religion Classes (of 
which he was the Treasurer), he spared no effort to secure for the 
pupils a sound religious training. The “ Albert Felsenstein” Memorial Hall 
aud the equipment of the classrooms attached thereto, and many of the 
stained glass windows which adorn the synagogue, are lasting monuments 
of his unceasing labours for and on behalf of the Dalston congregation. 
His desire for the social well-being of the members and their growing sons 
and daughters was no less intense, and he was justly proud of the Literary 
Societies he had assisted in forming and on whose Councils he was'Chairman. 
His striking personality and charm of manner made Ascher a persona grata 
at all social functions, and the congregation in general, and its younger 
members in particular, will sorely miss him .May this record of his unselfish 
and devoted life actas an incentive for othets to follow in his footsteps and 
teach the possibility of the combination of a gentleman, a model Jew anda 
patriotic Englishman.—From the Rev. Isaac GoLpsron.

Mr. GERALD LEVY. 

On Friday, May 15th, a large number of Rabbis, leaders of the Net 
York community and friends of the late Mr. Gerald Levy, of London, 
gathered to pay him their last respects. Rabbi Dr. Hyamson delivered the 
address at the house, and Rabbi Dr. Klein, Rabbi Isaiah Levy, and Rabbi 
Dr. Leo Jang spoke at the cemetery. Mr. Levy, who died suddenly from 
heart failure the day before, had only been in America four years. During 
this comparatively short time however, thanks to his magnetic personality, 
his boundiess love for his fellow-man, and his solicitous regard for the 
feelings of others, he gained very many friends in America, who deeply 
mourn his loss. As one of his most intimate friends for many years, 
in Loudon and in New York, I can truthfully say that Gerald Levy 
became the friend of whomsoever he met. He possessed a strange God-given 
faculty of probing to the depths of a man’s character, finding his good 
qualities and striking the chords common to himself and his fellow-man, and 
thereafter became his staunch friend. It can be said of him that his mission 
in life was the spreading of friendship. He was a pillar of Traditional 
Judaism, and his love for his neighbour was only transcended by his love of 
God and our holy Torah. He was active in all orthodex communal activities, 
and when in London was the assiduous Hon. Secretary. of the Initiation 
Society. He worked untiringly for the Shaare Zedek Hospital in Jerusalem, 
for Yeshiboth and Talmud Torahs. The death of Gerald Levy is asad blow 
not only to New York Orthodox Jewry but to the Jewish world at large. 
In conclusion, it is fitting to quote the words of the venerable Rabbi Dr.

There are some whose lives are so beautiful that they are enthroned 
above their surroundings, and though they themselves are unconscious of it, 
homage is paid to them as distinct from their fellows.

Ever joyous and optimistic—reflex of his unquenchable 
reliance on God—even on occasions when misfortune’s cruel shafts made 
his road hard and thorny, he remained in all circumstances the symbol of a 
faith in Divine goodness, a pattern to the waverer, a representation of the 
life that is holy. He is now but a memory, yet a memory that created 
thoughts reaching out into longings to be like him—sweet, gracious, lovable 
and noble.— From the Rev. 8.

The Protection of Girls and Women. 
ANNUAL REPORT. 

The Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women has 
issued a report of its work for the vears 1923-1924. The report, which is 
signed by Lady Rothschild, the Pr@@tdent, and Lady Battersea, the Vice- 
President and Hon. Secretary, shows that the work which the 
Association 1s doing is widely known and appreciated, not only by the 
Jewish community, but by non-Jewish kindred societies, by Governments, 
by Local Authorities, by Courts, and by the Advisory Committee of the 
League of Nations. The work at Charcroft House has continued steadily. 
The after-care of the young unmarried mothers who have completed the course 
of training in the Home and Hostel. and who go out in the world to face the 
great struggle for existence for themselves, and for their infants, is a 
problem which is receiving serious consideration. The Sara Pyke House. 
which is a hostel for working girls, was removed from premises in Great 
Prescott Street toa more comfortable freehold house in Highbury Quadrant. 
Land adjoining the Montefiore House School has been acquired through the 
generosity of Mr. C.G. Montefiore and a few friends, and will at some 
future date give a second frontage to the property. The Girls’ Club, at 
Mansell Street, is under the wgis of the Visiting Committee. The club is 
well attended, but more voluntary workers are needed. For thirty-six years 
the Gentlemen's Committee has striven with splendid zealand steadfast- 
ness to check and suppress the White Slave Traffic. Now that'the work has 
increased so greatly, it has become necessary to reorganise the Committee. 
Another Committee is being formed of men and women, and will probably 
be called the International, Parliamentary, and Migration Committee. 

(in the question of migrants, the report states : 

The problem of how best to protect migrant women and girls ia becoming 
more and more acute. It is greatly increased by the Quota Law of the United 
States. There are now a large numberof emigrants stranded at the Atlantic Park 
Hostel at Eastleigh. Of these many are Jews. Among the latter there are about 
seventy girls and young women, who are alone and unprotected. We have been 
asked to supervise and befriend some of them. It seems just that a nation should 
control the influx of immigrants according to what it deema to be the true 
interest of its — But it seems to us to be utterly wrong and cruel for any 
nation to do so after permitting its accredited representatives to visa passporta, 
allowing emigrants to start upon their long journey under the belief. and 
rejoicing that their way is clear. What is to become of these unfortunate people ’ 
Stranded in a foreign country -uncertain as to their future—dreading enforced 


repatriation to a country and to persecution from which they had been so anxious 
to escape, they indeed deserve our pity and our help. 


Details of the valuable work done by the Internationalland Provincial 
branches of the Association are given in the report. During the year, 1,432 
cases were dealt with by the Cases Committee. Every effort is made hv 
this Committee to reform girls who deliberately prefer to lead a life of 
immorality, regardless of the consequences that inevitably follow, Very 
satisfactory results have been obtained where such girls have been placed on 
probation with one of the Lady Visitors of the Association as their

devoted to a genera! account of the rise of synodal activity, aud-the second 


part consists of an examination of various documeuts that have been 


preserved. The documents are given both im the ortginal and tn an English

Social Reform and Democracy. 

In “Lasorve, Soctar Rerorw Democracy, by Dr. A. 
Rappoport (Stanley Paul), the author outlines the history of labour tn 
China, Persia and Judwa, ancient Greece and Rome. He gives a Sketch 
of the democratic ideals embodied in the writings of the Hebrew prophets 
aud the Stoic philosophers. One chapter is devoted to the labour legislation 
contained in the Mosaic code, and two chapters deal with the social message 
of Christianity. The value of Dr. Rappoport’s work lics not so much in 
its plea for the working classes, as in the bird's-eye view it affords of the 
whole history of social-democratic ideals and plans for social reform. ‘The 
present volume brings up the sketch to the first centuries of the Christian 
era. The next volume is to be devoted to the Middle Ages, the Reform» 
tion, the Renaissance, the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, the Frovh 
Revolution, and the tirst half of the nineteenth century.

Talmud Treasures. 


The Talmud has received a good deal of attention throughout the ages, 
but while in the past books about it were intended fer the scholar. in more 
recent times a tendency at popularising the Talmud has shown itself, Many 
people still recall with pleasure Polano’s book, which was widely read 4 
generation or two ago, and the attractive pages of the late Rev. Isidore 
Myers, called “ Gems from the Talmud.” While Polano’'s extracts were i 
prose, the “Gems” of Myers were in verse, and very clever some of them 
were. But these books are perhaps no longer easy to.obtain, and there is 
room, therefore, for new volumes of excerpts from the Talmud. The lates! 
comes from Messrs. R. Mazin and Co,, and is from the pen of the Rev. > 
Levy, M.A. It is called © Treasures or and consists of 
fourteen pages of introduction, giving a brief but clear account of the 
structure of the Talmud, and some hundreds of pithy sayings which are 
found in Talmudic literature. We are accustomed to expect orderliness and 
precision in the handling of any. theme by the Rev. S. Levy ; in this little 
volume we see his skill once more. The Talmudic sayings have been collected 
together under suitable rubrics, such as Youth and Age, Riches and Poverty, 
Virtues and Vices, Family Life, and so on. In collections of this kind, what 
matters most is the rendering, and so far as we have been able to test the 
version in this booklet, the renderings are eminently satisfactory. Here and 
there one feels there might have been an improvement. In the injunction, 
for instance, te be of the disciples of Aaron, old-fashioned translators wrote, 
“Love peace and pursue it.” Mr. Levy has, “ Love peace and follow after 
it.” Possibly the old-fashioned translation is the better of the two. But 
here, as in several other instances, there is no disputing about taste. On tho 
whole, the book should serve a useful purpose in the class-room by making 
children acquainted with some of the wisdom of the Talmud. But their 
elders, too, may find in it food for thought. The book is neatly bound and 
cleariy prin ALL.

Mr. J, Prac, J.P.. in proposing “ Success to the Hambro Synagogue,” 
said that he had been reading the interesting history of the Synagogue. 
When one went back two hundred years, it did not seem a very long time 
in general history, but it was a long period in Anyvlo-Jewish history, There 
were several reasons hy congregatious were starte c Sometimes the ¥ were 
started because a particular locality needed a synagogue, sometimes because 
4 man felt he would like to become a parnase, and at other times because 
somebody did not get the Mitsrahs to which he thought he was 
entitled. In the case of the Hambro Synagogue, there was another reason 
altogether. There -were differences of opinion between the Rac and 
poor old Mordecai Hamburger, which resulted in the latter being put in 
(heron (excommunication ). and the establishment of the Hambro Synagogue, 
which wielded enormous influence at that time. Throughout a long period 
it had held the light burning at a time when it really required keeping 
ahght. When they thought that at that time they had had only two congre- 
pations. three with the Hambro s\ nagognue., represen ting about 1.500 Jewish 
souls, and now there were over eighty synagogues in London representing 
about 200,000 Jewish souls, they would see the remarkal® strides the Jewish 
community had made within a short period in history. The Hambro 
Synagogue had laid down, very shortly after it had been established. a code 
of laws containing thirty-six clauses. These were revised by a special 
committee who added forty-three new laws making a total of seventy-nine. 
Many of the laws of the United Synagogue were taken bodily out of those 
seventy-nine laws. The Hambro Synagogue went on increasing in 
etrength, and other synagogues came into existence. but unfortunately 
in consequence of migration and other reasons the Hambro Synagogue lost 
® great many members, and that was the reason why it was nosin sucha 
flourishing condition at.the present time as its antiquity entitled # to be. 
But it had helped to establish the United Synagogue, which was really a 
union of all the congregations in London, and it did not matter to them 
whether one synagogue was successful in a monetary sense or whether it 
was.not the object of the United Synagogue was a union of Jews of the 
Metropolis. The Hambro Synagogue was doing just as good work as syna- 
yogues placed in more prosperous localities, He hoped, in proposing the 
toast of * The Hambro Synagogue,” that it might long continue to do the 
good work it had done in the past. for which it had earned the right to be 
quoted as having laid the foundation stones of London Jewry. 

Mr. IL. Pa-sorr, in responding, said that he regretted that the Hon. 
(ificers of the United Synagogue had not found ¢@ possible to attend the 
service held in connection with that celebration. He paid a tribute to the 
work of the Chief Rabbi. 

Dr: J. KLEIN. in proposing the toast of the Clergy, referred to the good 
work rendered to the Synagogue by the Rev. W. Esterson. 

The Cuier Rape. in responding, said that he made it a rule never to 
pive two deroshas to the same people the same day. (Laughter). He 
assured them of the great happiness he had in celebrating that event with 
them, and he hoped and trusted that they would be spared to commemorate 
the two hundred and fiftieth anniversary. On that occasion he would see to 
it that the Hon. Officers of the United Synagogue did attend. (Laughter). 
He thanked. Mr. Passoff, and Dr. Klein for the kind words they had said 
about him. 

. The Rev. W. Esrersox. who also replied, said he regarded it as a 
compliment that his name should have been coupled with that of the Chief 
Rabbi in the toast of the Clergy. He was proud to be associated with 
that very ancient congregation in spite of the fact that it was a deficit 
Synagogue. He felt confident that during his term of office his services had 
heen performed in the true spirit of its founders—to maintain and preserve 
strict orthodox Judaism. He was proud of another fact which recorded yet 
another achievement for himself, and that was that when the ecclesiastical 
chiefs combined the Hambro and the Great Synagogues, it did away with an 
independent ministry of each synagogue and the Hambro could only engage 
Chazanin. When he was appointed Second Reader and Secretary, the 
United Synagogue eulisted the services of a Dayan to preach on special 
oceasions. Well this promise never really bore fruit, and he set himself 
the task of reinstating the position of minister, and three years after his 


‘original appointment he became minister. He had always deplored the 
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fact that the Synagogue had no proper accommodation for classrooms or 
hall for the purpose of soctal work amoung the members. Notwithstanding 
that. they had kept Judaism alive tn the hearts of many hundreds of 
boys and girls by maintaining the children’s Sibbath Afternoon Services 
started twenty years ago. He was very gratcful to the members of the 
Synagogue for the confidence they placed in him. In conclusion, Mr. 
Esterson drew attention to the fact that the hall in which the cclebration 
was taking place that evening, was temporarily used for services on Rosh 
Uashanah and Yom Kippur. 

Mr. A. WIx proposed the toast of the visitors. 

Dayan Dr. A. FetpMan, in responding, said that he supposed they 
shought it was a compliment not to include him in the teast of the clergy 
(Laughter). He was pleased to reply to the toast of the visitors and he 
hoped that those present would not be regarded as visitors because that was 
what they were suffering from. There were too many visitors in connection 
with their synagogues and not enough frequenters. The Hambro Syuagogue 
was a near neighbour to him, only a wall dividing the Synagogue from the 
Beth Hamedrash. He also paid a tribute to the work of Mr. Esterson. 


From Mr. Alex Gollancz. 
To the Editor of Tuk Jewisu CuRronice. 


Sinr,—I was painfully disappointed at the service held yesterday, to 
commemorate the Bicentenary of the Hambro Synagogue, that not, the 
slightest allusion was made to what my respected father stood for in con- 
nection with that ancient place of worship, for a period of what was 
practically one whole jubilee out of the four, and I feel I should be [ailing 
in filial duty if I did not ask your kind permission to allow me to 
rectify the oversight. In the brochure attached to the order of 
service, my father is mentioned as the “Reader” for forty-five 
years. That is not correct. He did not consider his duties ended 
when he left the Almemar, on the contrary he showed how a Chazan 
and a Minister could shed lustre on both offices at one and the same time, 
and he led the way to what the Minister-Chazan or Chazan-Minister tries to 
accomplish in that direction at the present day. His was the inspiration. 

My father was one of the Founders of the Jewish’ Board of Guardians 
for the relief of our poor—also of the Jewish Soup Kitchen—institutions 
that, at their inception, required a great deal of honorary work and careful 
tactful handling, and he privately helped the hungry and the needy, as far as 
his means permitted. ‘He was a cultured Jewish gentleman, in every 
seuse of the term, and people who still remember and speak of him do so 
with their hats off, “in memoriam.” His Talmudic knowledge he acquired 
at the hands of the renowned R. Akiba Eiger, and he was well versed 
in the Classics. The slender income he enjoyed (!) with a large family 
to rear—a pittance that public opinion would not tolerate in these. times, 
irrespective of currency—did not permit him to acquire as perfect 
a. mastery of the English language as he would have wished, 
so as to enable him to qualify for the pulpit, which was his bent. 
Nevertheless, he was in closest touch with the giants of those days—-not the 
financial giants, but the intellectual giants, men like Chief Rabbi Nathan 
Adler ?°¥°?, Reb. Aaron, Reb. Arye Lieb. Reb. Asreal, and other worthies, 
who would meet twice a week at the Beth Hamedrash, then situated at 
Smith Buildings, opposite Aldgate Pump, to “learn.” I dare not encroach 
too much on your valuable space, but you will allow me to add he was the 
worthy father of two eminent sons, men of renown, who in their own persons 
are constantly adding to the dignity of the community; and if he left no 
other heritage that alone should entitle him to a niche among the notable 
men in Israel who have gone before and whose example it should be one’s 
ambition to follow.

CCXCIII:—The Name of the Lord. 


My Dear Covwstn, 

More than once I have been struck by the fact that people in these 
days frequently have the name of God on their lips.. “ By. God,” which is 
sometimes shortened into “ Gad.” and “ Good God,” ave familiar ciaculations. 
“God only knows” is a tern of phrase which is by-no means unconimon. 
“Thank God” is an expression which may be written down as very popular, 
while “ By the grace of God” is a mode cultivated more by. highbrows. In 
some foreign languages “ God” actually forms part of proper names ; one 
thinks of “ Traugott” and “ Gottheb ” in German. 

It would seem that modern usage takes no exception to calling on the 
Name of the Lord. Not so Jewish usage, which appears to be very shy of 
invoking God's Name. The Jew finds refuge in elaborate circumloeu- 
tions. He talks of OWN the Name, or JU O27, the Blessed Name, or 
NIT WIS VTIPA ihe Holy One, Blessed be He. Among the masses, in Ghetto 
times at least, the Jews would not commit themsetves even to this extent, 
and when they wished to refer to the Name of God they would do so by 
eaving: hab’ die Hand nicht gewaschen.” This was perhaps the 
wideat circumlocution for the Name of God: it had, however, a definite 
meaning and was clearly understood. Another form of reference was “ cer 
Oherster.” which Mr. Louis Golding, in his latest novel, “The Day of 
Atonement,” translates, “ The Above One.” 

The custom of avoiding the direet expression of the Name of God dates 
back far into Jewish antiquity. Perhaps it may be explained by the 
influence of the Third Commandment. Already in the Mishnah, Abba Saul 
includes among those who have no portion in the world to come the man 
who pronounces God's Name. The Rabbis of the Talmud utilised cireum- 
locutions of theirown. They talked of God as 739%, the Merciful One, or 
to direct attention to God's omnipresence (O7W 2% 
The custom may be traced even beyond the Talmudic age. In an interesting 
passage on this point, Josephus writes: “God declared to Moses His Holy 
Name, which had never been discovered to man before ; concerning which 
it is not lawful for me to say any more,” 

What was the reason for this fear of pronouncing the Name of God ? 
lt must have been a sense of great awe, as of something which was the 
supremest thing in the universe and in life. The poet who indicted the 
10rd Psahn bids all that is within him bless God's Holy Name; the’ psalmist 
who composed that wonderful &th Psalm, cries out in wonder, “ Oh Lord, 
our Lord, how excellent is Thy Name in all the earth.” This shyness may 
be traced to the oldest literature of the race, as witness the curious passage 
at the end of the fourth chapter of Genesis, where it is written that when 
Enosh was born to Seth, ‘Men began to call on the Name of the Lord.” 

The holiest form of that Name is that which is written Jehovah (71M), 
but is never so pronounced. The Tetragrammaton occurs very frequently 
in the Bible; it has been calculated that it may be. found 6,823 times. But 


it is always pronounced Adonai ("2YT8), which denotes Lords, that is to say, 


the Lord of Majesty, something comparable to the royal “we.” There is a 
passage in the Widrash regarding a conversation between God and Moses. 
* You want to know my Name,” God is madetosay. “IT amcalled according 
to my activity. When I judge humanity I am called O°'NI; when I have 
pity on human creatures I am called 797"; when I suspend due punishment, 
my Name is {W; and when I make war on the wicked I am called M838." 
Besides denoting the ‘attribute of God's Mercy, the name Jehovah has 
also been explained as meaning the Everlasting Being, a result which has 
been arrived at in this fashion :— 
i'r was 
He is 
will be 


Everlasting Being. 

Some such conception must have been in the mind of the author of 
O')eYD 35), which is recited on the New Year and the Day of Atonement : 
“ And all believe that He is, He was, and ever will be ; immutable is His 
Name, and such too is His praise.” 

According to Scripture, 1¥i‘was the term used by God Himself when 
He was revealed to Moses in the burning bush. In a sense the term Jehovah 
is not a proper name but an attempt to express the nature of the Supreme’ 
Spiritual Being. Perhaps it was because of its extreme holiness that this 
term was never uttered by ordinary lips even in the time of the Temple. 
Only the High Priest might give vocal form to the letters, and then only on 
the greatest day of the year, at the most solemm service in the Temple, on 
the Day of Atonement, what time he was in the Holy of Holies alone. When 
the people heard the Tetragrammaton expressed by the High Priest, they 
fell on their facesand cried: “ Blessed be the Name of His glorious Kingdom 
for ever and ever.” The tradition of how the Name was pronounced declares 
that while “in former times the Name was taught to all, when immoralit y 
increased it was reserved only for the pious.” The reference here is to the 
priests, who likewise uttered the Name of God while they were blessing the 
people, but this applied only to the Priestly Blessing in the Sanctuary ; out- 
side the Sanctuary it was pronounced Adonai, So hedged about was the 
special holiness of the name Jehovah that the utmost concentra- 
tion was demanded of a professional scribe while writing the 
Holy Name in a scroll of the Torah, Even if a king of Israel were 
to greet him, one authority declares, he may, not return the greeting. 
(123° NP PNW PNW | 
It has been suggested that the reason for not pronouncing God's Name 
is to be found ‘in a certain etiquette. In the East in order to show your 
reverence and respect for your teacher, you do not pronounce his name. 


How much.more in the case of God ? . It may be, too, that since the super- 


stition was widely prevalent that by. pronouncing God's Name in its 


purity you could perform miracles, the custom came to be established 
not to pronounce God's Name in this way. But so much is certain, What- 
ever the underlying reason was, it was not that Jews doubted the existence 


of God. One is reminded of that striking passage in Goethe's “ Faust,” 
where Margaret asks Faust, ‘Glaubst du an Gott ’” and Faust replies in 
lines that have become famous: 


“Wer darf ihn nenven ? 
wer bekennen ; 
leh ihn. 
Wer empfinden 
Und unterwinden 
Zu sugen: Ich ihn nicht?” 

The Jew never had such doubts. The Jew was certain. The Jew was 
awed. The thought of the Divine Presence moved him strangely. He was 
terrified of God's Name, and he therefore would not utter it. Needless to 
add, all manner of mystic associations were introduced into the conception. 
One in particular, associated with the name of Rabbi Jacob Asheri, is of 
interest. Asheri worked out the numerical value of the letters of O'N7% as 
being 86, which is also the equivalent of the letters of 736%, that is Nature. 
In this way God was made to coincide with Nature. Another term used for 
(iod's name was 3, denoting once again God's omnipresence. The 
Shechina, we are told is everywhere; (O39B 953 3°58’) the Shechina 
accompanied Israel into exile, and will return when he is redeemed. 
The Shechina, we read again, does not dwell with four categories of people— 
mockers, liars, flatterers, and tale-bearers. 

Perhaps, when all is said, the Jewish custom is rooted in great love of 
God, Spinoza’s dictum, that he who loves God perfectly must not expect 
God to love him in return, is, after all, Jewish in sentiment. Is it not one 
expression of the ancient Jewish ordinance : “ Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God withall thy heart, with all thy soul, and withall thy might’’? It is natural 
that when you love a being very dearly, there is no need to express the name 
of that being. It becomes a presence. You feel the reality. The name 
matters nothing. A mode of course may be overdone, as when pious Jews will 
not even pronounce the circumlocution for God's Name. Exeept in prayer, 
they will not say Elohim but Elokim. Possibly, after all, the logical con- 
clusion of this tendency is to speak of God as they did in the dark ages of 
the Ghetto, and say, “ Ich hab’ die Hind’ nicht gewaschen.”

Cool Drinks for Hot Days. 


Lemonade Syrup. 
Citric acid. 
Pur the sugar and water in a saucepan. Put over a gentle heat antl 
the sugar has dissolved, then bring to the boil, and cook steadily for ten 
minutes. When cold, add the citric acid (dissolved in a little hot water) 
and the essence of lemon. Turn into a bottle, and cork. When required, 
put two tablespoonfuls of the syrup in a tumbler, and fill up with water or 
soda water. 


Iced Tea Punch. 
China tea, 1 quart. Sugar 


Claret, 4 pint. Slices of cneumber, 
One lemon. 


Make the tea rather weak, and leave till cold. Add it to the claret, 
together with the strained juice of the lemon, and sugar to taste. Adda 
few slices of cucumber, and stand on ice until required, 


Orange Punch. 
Loaf sugar, | lb Four oranges. 
Water, | pint One lemon, 


Pur the sugar, water, and grated rind of the oranges and lemon into a 
saucepan. Stir over a gentle heat until the sugar has dissolved, then boil 
quickly for five minutes. When cold, add the juice of the oranges and 


lemon, and just before serving, strain and add some crushed ice and the soda 
water. 


Iced Coffee. 

MAKE a pint of clear, very strong, coffee, and when cold mix witha 
pint of milk, and add sugar to taste. Put into a jug (or milk can), pack- 
ing round with crushed ice and freezing salt (or ordinary salt). Cover with 
a blanket, and leave for an hour or more. Then beat it up with a fork. 


Pour into cups or glasses, and put a spoonful of whipped sweetened cream 
on top. 


Mint Cup. 
Loaf sugar, 3 ozs. | 
Boiling water, 24 pints. 


Three lemons. 
Two sprigs of mint. 
Glass of sherry. . 
Pare the lemons very thinly. Put the rind into a jug, adding the 
juice, mint, and sugar ; then pour over two and half pints of boiling water. 
Coyer and leave till cold. Then strain, and add a glass of sherry or any 
other wine. Serve very cold,

INTERVIEW FOR “ THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 
wirtt 


Dr. YAKIR BEHAR. 


MONG the many changes brought about by the War, the situation of 
the Jews in the Near East has undergone considerable modifica - 
tion. Large sections of Jewry have passed under different 
rulers. and their economic position has been greatly affected. 

The Eastern District of the B'nai B'rith has been actively engaged in 
measures for the alleviation of the lot of the Jews of the Near East, 
and the active Secretary of the 
Orient District Grand Lodge, 
Dr. Yakir Behar, recently 
visited the United States for 
the purpose of laying the posi- 
tion before the Executive of 
the Order, and during his stay 
attended the recent Convention 
at Atlantic City. On his return 
journey, he passed through 
London, ‘where he conferred 
with representatives ‘of the 
Joint Foreign Committee on 
Near Eastern questions. To a 
representative of Tur Jewish 
Curonicie, he gave, in the 
course of an interview, some 
interesting particulars of the 
situation of our brethren in the 
countries affected. 


B'nai Brith Activities, 

“ The Orient District of the B'nai B'rith,” said Dr. Behar: * embraces 
seven countries, including six lodges in Egypt, three in Syria, three 
in Turkey, nine in Bulgaria, two in Greece, one in Jugoslavia and one 
in the Aegean. We have in all twenty-five lodges, together with four 
women's auxiliaries, one each in Constantinople, Sofia, Adrianople and 
Athens. Palestine, which formerly belonged to our district, broke away 
during the war, and now has its own district’ We held our convention in 
June, at which all delegates attended. The first question we discussed was 
that of the White Slave Traffic. It is not an indigenous evil so far as the 
Jews of the Near East are concerned, but was introduced by Jewish 
refugees from Russia, Galicia and Rumania. The evil was actively 
combatted during the war by the Constantinople Lodge, which was 
supported by the Turkish authorities, and this action yielded good results: 
Unfortunately, after the war. the conditions in Constantinople changed for 
the worse. The problem was considered in all its bearings and the conven- 
tion voted £ E300 for the purpose of founding a rescue home in Cairo. I 
should mention that we are working in close co-operation with the Jéwish 
Association for the Protection of Girls and Women in London, and I am 
conferring with Mr. Claude Montefiore and Mr. A. R. Moro on the question 
during my stay in London. The second question we discussed was the 
formation of an Auti-Defamation League in the Near East. As you know, 
this work has been very successfully carried out by the B'nai Brith iu 
America. Anti-Semitism is not so virulent in our part of the world as it is 
in Central and Western Europe and America, but it is beginning to manifest 
itself, and measures are necessary to prevent it from assuming more 
dangerous dimensions. | 

| Education. 

A third problem to which the convention devoted considerable attention 
was that of education. Up to now Jewish elementary education in’ the 
Near East has been mostly provided by the Alliance Israélite. Since the 
war, however, there has been a change which impedes the work of the 
Alliance under the old system. The growth of the nationalist spirit in the 
countries concerned has led to foreign schools being viewed with considerable 
disfavour, and great stress has been laid on the language of instruction 
being that of the country in which each particular school is located. 
Thus, the Turkish Government insist, that in the Jewish schools the 
language of instruction shall be Turkish or Hebrew. Teachers are not 
yet available in either language, and the problem of transition is a 
matter of considerable difficulty. In Bulgaria, the change has already 
been effected and the Jewish children now know only Bulgarian. There 
is one feature of this change which is very i rtant. .The economic pre- 
ponderance of the Jews in the East was largely due to the fact that thev 
were such excellent linguists. At home they spoke Spanish, at school they 
learnt French, in the street they learnt the language of the country. and 
probably had an Arabic-speaking nurse and acquired Arabic as well. while 
Hebrew was always an additional language. English and German were also 
acquired. This led to Jews being employed in all the leading positions in 
banks and commercial houses, as well as in diplomacy and consular offices 
and it is easy to see how this linguistic facility aided the com 
of our brethren. If this gift is lost, it will materially affect our lot. We are 
endeavouring to found a large educational building in Constantinople 
which will comprise high schools for boys and girls, a communal hall st 
seminaries for teachers and rabbis. A sum of 250,000 dollars is to be raised 
for this project in America arid a Committee of eminent American Jews 
with Judge Abraham Elkes, former United States Ambassador at Consten- 
tinople, at its head, has been formed to raise the necessary funds,”

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The Three Pillars of Judaism. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK, 


Specially prepared for the * Jewish Chronicle,” 


“On three things the world rests, on religious study, service and 
philanthrophy —Eruics OF THE FATHERS. 

Judaism being a universal and not a tribal religion, it rests on precisely 
the same foundations as all civilised society. And first religious study, 
religious knowledge. It is on knowledge that faith rests, it is the out. 
come of absolute conviction, that is its only firm basis. There arg 
those who would put faith first, and derive their knowledge from 
their faith. but such a conception is illusory. That is why Judaism 
was revealed in the first instance to “the smallest among the peoples 
who had discovered for’ themselves the truths of religion by profound 
research. Its mission is to spread abroad pure knowledge, and there- 
fore it addresses itself in the first place to man’s intellect, and only 
afterwards to his heart. It does not seek to dazzle the imagination. but 
it reasons with us calmly and convincingly : “Thou hast been taugl'! to 
know that the Lord, He is God.” Solidity, strength, soundness, vigour, u 
the keynote of knowledge, and therefore the keynote of Jewish teaching 
Judaism is not a religion of mere feeling and emotionalism ; understanding 
is its father, reason is its mother, and history is its instructress. Judaism 
particularly rests on the training of youth, not because it is easy to dazzle 
the imagination of youth, but in order that youth may be trained from its 
earliest vears to pursue the path of free enquiry TI27 OM The v ord 
means to “sharpeu' the intelligence.” Other religious schemes favour the 
order, Faith, Hope, and Charity ; Judaism would place the foundations of 
religion in this order : Knowledge, Faith, and Charity. 

Faith would thus correspond to M32 “ service ” in the passage of cur 
text, and by “service” is meant in this connection, public worship—the regula: 
attendance at synagogue every Sabbath and sclemn day in honour of Almighty 
God, in honour of our faith ; to declare ourselves Jews by worshipping on the 
Jewish Sabbath and the Jewish traditional days. Judaism has always attached 
the highest importance to public wérship, by which we proclaim the 
corporate responsibility of Israel. The test of success in regard to any 
congregation is measured by the numbers it attracts with more or less 
regularity to public worship, and not by the size of its balance sheet. One 
of the most ominous signs of the times with which we are confronted ts tle 
decline in regular attendances at the majority of synagogues. Forty o: 
fifty years ago a full Shu! was the order of the day, though the services 
were lengthy and began at an inconveniently early hour, and people 
residing at a distance from their place of worship had to undertake a long 
walk in all weathers. To-day, when everything is done to consult publv 
taste and convenience, it is no longer so; people fail to realise tha’ 
Po nv OY 33 “ God is honoured by the throngs of his worshippers 
Our text places worship midway between knowledge and benevolence — 
between theoretical and practical religion. In the one direction it serves 
to enlighten the spirit with the light of religious knowledge, in the othe: 
direction to warm the heart and incline it to deeds of benevolence 


_ Judaism may be said to owe its existence to-day to the eagerness with 


which in periods of oppression it sought refuge in its houses of 
prayer and looked to God, who had declared MVS3 ‘II WY, and i» 
whose house he sought refuge from the storm that raged outside 
The term M73Y signifies originally a sacrificial ritual. But while 
the sacrificial. idea can no longer be said to hold a place in modern 
Judaism, it has to be borne in mind that from the very outset there 
was a fundamental distinction between the Hebrew ritual and Heathen 
worship. The Heathen offered worship to corporeal deities, the Israelit+ 
toa God whom he was taught to regard as a pure spirit. All through its 
existence Israel's religion was informed and penetrated by that unshakalle 
belief, and as it gradually threw off its primitive garb the belief grew 
stronger and was reinforced by the teachings of the Prophets and Psalmist 
who time and again declared that God has no need of sacrifices: ‘For thou 
desirest not sacrifice, else would I give it, thou delightest not in burn' 
offerings. The sacrifices of God are a broken heart ; a broken and a con 
trite heart, O God, thou wilt not despise.” 


The third foundation-pillar of Judaism is 
Wherever a Jewish congregation settled itself, it established a house of 
prayer, but at the same time it founded an institution for the practice of 
charity. Occasionally the charitable effort came first, and the synagogu’ 
afterwards; it grew up out of the Jewish charitable consciousness. The hospit.! 
for the poor and the sick was designated a WIP in the Middle Ages, 1 
those rough times when Jews were shut out from the world's sympathy and 
could only look for help in distress to their own brethren. Happily these 
times have passed away, never, let us hope, to return. There is a great deal 
too much talk nowadays of making the modern synagogue a centre of socia! 
effort, and it is treated as if it were a new discovery. Judaism has alway? 
been identified with the practice of charity, private and public. As time 
goes on it can only take on changed forms; never can it become more com- 
prehensive. Judaism has never taught anything other than what is set 
forth in the legislation of Maimonides, that it is our duty to relieve the 
Gentile necessitous, to visit their ‘sick, to bury their dead, and thus to 
promote universal peace. I¢ is not without reason that we have come to be 
styled “ mereiful children’of a merciful God,” who Him- 
self figures in Rabbinical imagery as One who visits the sick and buries the 
dead, and is the great Ideal to whom we look up’ t6 ‘lead usin the paths of 
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Mr. Lucien Wolf in Warsaw. 


A “ Mission of Enquiry.” 
[From our Correspondent. ] WARSAW. 

Mr. Lucien Wolf's visit to Poland has aroused a great deal of discussion 
ia the capital. Prior to his departure from London, it was announced that 
Mr. Wolf was coming to Poland solely on a mission of enquiry, that he had 
not been invited by the Government, and that he had no intention of 
mediating between the Government and the Jewish Club of the Polish 
Diet. On his arrival in Warsaw, Mr. Wolf announced that he did not intend 
to make any political moves without the consent of the Jewish Parliamentary 
Party, and added that his visit was approved not only by the Joint Foreign 
Committee of the Deputies of British Jews and the Anglo-Jewish Associa 
tion, but also by the Minorities Committee of the League of Nations and 
the Polish Foreign Ministry. He added that he attached much importance 
to the economic development of the Polish Jews. 

There would thus appear to be some doubt as to the actual purport of 
Mr. Wolf's visit. The Supreme'Council of the Zionist Organisation of 
Poland states that the competent Zionist bodies in Poland regard his 
visit at the present’ time as inopportune and undesirable, in so far as it 
affects the question of a possible settlement of the Jewish question in the 
coutitry. It considers that the only prospect of a real settlement lies in 
direct negotiation between the Government and the elected representatives 
of Polish Jewry. 

As a result of the resignation of Deputy Griinbaum from the Club of 
Jewish Deputies, it is believed that a number of Deputies and Senators who 
are dissatisfied with Dr. Reich and his negotiations with Mr. Lucien Wolf 
and the Government, will form a new faction in the Seim, under the leader- 
ship of Deputy Griinbaum. 


Aid ter Europe. 


Anti-Semitism in Cleveland. 
. [From our Correspondent. | NEW YORK. 

Two hundred delegates, representing twenty-eight organisations in the 
United States, attended a conference held in New York, for the purpose of 
considering the steps to be taken for the renewal of relief activity on a large 
scale among the Jews of Eastern Europe. Rabbi Dr. Stephen S. Wise was 
in the chair, and the Zionist Organisation was represented by Mr. Louis 
Lipsky. Many big Jewish fraternal orders and trades unions, including tho 
Amalgamated Tailoring Society and the Capmakers’ Union, participated in 
the conference. The convention has appointed a committee of seven, plus 
the three members of the Jewish World Relief Conference delegation, who 
will negotiate with the Joint Distribution Committee for a conference 
between the latter and the European relief organisations to decide on 
joint action in the relief campaign. 

The Independent Order of B'nai B'rith recently acquired thirty-five 
acres of land in University Heights, Cleveland, Ohio, for the purpose of 
erecting a new home for the Hébrew Orphan Asylum, which is maintained 
by the Order. The B'nai B'rith was prepared to build at its own expense a 
school which would be free to all residents of the district, and for this 
purpose to spend 300,000 dollars. The offer has, however, been refused by 
the city authorities, on the ground that it is not desirable to have a large 
number of one race in the vicinity. The Order is endeavouring to obtain an 
injunction against the City authorities in the matter. 

The corner-stone of the building of the Newark Museum, erected at 
a cost of 350,000 dollars by Mr. Louis Bamberger and presented by him to 
the trustees for the people of Newark, was laid on May 14th. Exhibits will 
be placed in the Museum during the summer, and it will be opened to the 
public on October 15th. 

A committee, consisting of five of the leading Jewish musicians of the 
United States, met recently in New York, to discuss plans for the organisa- 
tion of a society to be known as the “Society for the Advancement of 
Synagogal Music.” Among the aims of this organisation are plans to raise 
the standards of synagogue music in the temples and synagogues of America. 
Every year a leading musician will be commissioned to write a service or 
some new musical setting to important texts. Prize contests will also be 
held. Religious school music is to be developed. This new organisation 
has already been promised the support of some of the leading temples iu 
the country. 


Jewish Land Settlement in Russia. 


Amazing Figures.

transference of the volume of trade from one centre to another, while the 
genéral economic crisis gravely affected the Jews. So far as Turkey is 
concerned I am glad to say that since the return to more normal conditions 
the Jews have, to a large extent, regained their former eminent position, 
notably in Constantinople, Smyrna and Adrianople, taking part in all 
operations of commerce and finance. The same may be said of Greece. 
Athens has lately received a large augmentation of its Jewish population 
from Salonica and other centres of the Near East, and commercial circles in 
the Greek capital are very anxious to foster this valuable element. Salonica 
has been faeed with two problems—that of Sunday closing and electoral 
arrangements. I believe that both are being settled in a manner satisfactory 
to the Salonican Jews, if not on paper at any rate in practice. In Bulgaria, 
where there have lately been political disturbances in no way connected 
with our people, the Jews enjoy a very good economic and moral position. 
The Government is benevolent, and when the couftry settles down, the 
situation of the Jews will still further improve. The position in Jugoslavia 
is also favourable. The Jewish population is Sephardic in character, and 
they are building new communities”

Addressing a recent meeting at Moscow, Mr. Laisa asserted that the 
number of Jewish colonists who had been settled on the land in Flussia 
since the Revolution was greater than the total number of Jewish land- 
workers in the whole of the rest of the world. The greatest aork so far had 
been done by the American Jewish Joint Agricultural Corporation (tha 
Agro-Joint), and he expressed confidence that American support for the 
movement would increase still further. 

Jewish transmigrants who are taking up agriculture in the district of 
Podolia under the Government scheme for Jewish land settlement are te be 
allowed a reduction in the amount of money they are required to have im 
order to qualify for the scheme. Instead of having to produce 300 roubles 
per family, as in other places, in Podolia they will bare to find only 2 
roubles. 


More Rioting in Vienna. 
The “Elders of Zion” Again. 


[From our Correspondent.] VIENNA. 

Jewish students at the University and at the Commercial High School 
were again attacked by their anti-Semitic colleagues last week, and anumber of 
them were seriously injured. Both institutions have been closed by the 
authorities. It is understood that the origin of the trouble lay in the 
demand by the German girl students that “ bobbed" hair should be banned. 
Since practically all the Jewish girl studeuts are “ bobbed,” the demand was 
thought to be prompted solely by anti-Semitism, and the insult was resented. 
Fights occurred in the streets and then in the University classrooms, vith 
the result that the authorities were obliged to take drastic action. 

The anti-Semitic organ, the Deurscuk Arperrer Presse, has revived 
the old “ Protocols of the Elders of Zion" fable by printing the names and 
addresses of a number of Jewish bankers, financiers, and journalists alleged 
to belong to Rathenau's famous “ Three Hundred." Taking the view that 
this constitutes a definite incitement to violence, the Public Prosecutor has 
instituted proceedings against the Editor and the author of the article 

A war memorial, erected by the Chevra Kadisha, has been unveiled at 
{nusbriick, in memory Of sixty-two Jewish soldiers who fell in the war and 
are buried there. It is proposed to erect a memorial stone in the Jewish 
cemetery in Vienna to the 98,900 Jewish soldiers of the Austrian army who 
were killed in the war, 


Anti-Semitic Assassin Acquitted. 
Blow to Jewish Schools. 


[From our Correspondent.} BUCHARES? 

The trial has just been completed at. Turn-Severin of Zelea Codreanu, 
the anti-Semitic student who. was charged with the murder of the Police 
Prefect of Jassy. It will be recalled that on the occasion of the first trial at 
Focsani, the anti-Semites organised a pogrom in the town. For this reason, 
Turn-Severin was chosen for the second hearing, since it has only a few Jewish 
inhabitants. The proceedings were conducted under the pressure of threats 
by the anti-Semitic organisations, and the acquittal of the defendant was all 
the timea foregone conclusion. Among the witnesses called for the defence 
was the notorious Jew-baiter, Professor Cuza, who testified that the Jews 
were a danger to Rumania, and that the Prefect was himself responsible for 
the tragedy, since he had hindered the students in “ their justifiable war“ 
against the Jews. Following his acquittal, Codreanu was conducted in a 
triumphal procession through the town.

Jews and Turks. 
From Mr. Raiph Michaciis. 
ko the Editor of Tue Curoxicte. 


“ «—Mr. Lloyd George's attack on the Turks, at the Arthur Davis 
Memorial Lecture before the Jewish Historical Society of England, on 
Monday, must have made some, at any rate, of that assembly feel very 
uncomfortable. For none should know better than those who are 
acquainted with the history of our race that Turkey has shown more 
tolerance towards us Jews than any other country in Europe. 

In 122, while the Greek army, retreating through Western Thrace, was 
aveuging its military defeat in Asia with every sort of atrocity on the help- 
less Turkish peasants and their wsmen-folk, Mr. Veiizelos was busy 
persuading the then Prime Minister that the Turks would murder every 
Welsh Nonconformist they found in Thrace. ,Since that time Mr. Lloyd 
George has had his knife deepér into the Turk than ever. 

I happened to be in Western Thrace in the winter of ‘22, when the 
entire Greek and Armenian civilian population decamped in quite 
unnecessary panic at the heels of the Greek army. The Jews there, 
backing their opinion of the Turks, remained quietly in their homes, 
unaffected by the general panic. And, believe me, the most favourable 
opinion of one’s friends takes a bit of backing in the face of a quarter of a 
million of ones neighbours crying Fly! Fly! or the Turks will murder 
you!’ However, in spite of every calumny, the Thracian Jews stood by 
their Turkish friends. : 

If we English Jews, who, as a rule are quick enough to manifest 
extreme seusitiveness when our own national character is assailed, would 
employ some of that sensitiveness on behalf of the few friends that our 
race possesses in this world, then such observations as Mr. Lloyd George 
had to make at their expense would not have been greeted with laughter in 
a Jewish assembly, as I regret to see they were.

He 
asked not for friendship or favour, but only for understanding, for know- 
ledge of the Jew, of his aims, of his religion, of himself. Ignorance, he sai!, 
was the greatest enemy of the Jews. Col. Symes, in his reply, proved that 
ignorance could not be laid at his door ; he spoke as among friends, and sait 
he was convinced that all that the Jewish people needed in order to achieve 
their ideals was a fair opportunity. No preferential treatment was neces- 
sary, but only justice and fair dealing. When he first came to Haifa he had 
asked a Jewish friend how he should deal with the Community which 2s 
strange tohim. “Treat my people fairly,” was the reply, “and you will vet 
back all you give.” In his five years’ experience’ he had found this to |e 
true. His new problems im Jerusalem would be more difficult than those |e 
had had to face, but he now had the benefit of five years’ experience, and he 
knew also how much sympathy and understanding could be found ina Jew ists 


community. That, he was sure, would be of the utmost assistance to him i 
his new work in Jerusalem.

The Rutenberg Scheme. 


From Mr. Cyril Q. Henriques, MA.C.E. 
To the Editor of Tur Jewisit 


Sir,— Your note, “ The Rutenberg Scheme, New Impasse,” discloses § 
very serious position to all interested in Palestine. 


When first the Rutenberg concession was announced. the auestion met 
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hive oceurred to many people as to why the waters of Palestine were to be 

used for power instead of, in the obvious way, for Petey Opa: ie., obvious to 
anyone who has seen what can be done by irrigation in 
tropical country. 

It is believed that there is a clause in the Rutenberg concession under 
which the Government can use the water from any river for a public 
purpose, but no effort, as far as is known tothe public, has been made even to 

investigate the possibilities of irrigation. 

It is understood that Mr. Rutenberg’s hydro-electric schemes include 
provision for using surplus and tail water for irrigation. not perhaps a very 
satigfactory arrangement, but better than nothing. As apparently thes 
schemes are to be held up indefinitely, this chance of starting organised 
irrigation in Palestine must be given up. 

In Northern India irrigation increases the output of wheat by 5) per 
cent. ; there is no doubt that in Palestine it would do the same to this and 
mutatia mutandis, other crops ; also, of course, it would bring land uader 
cultivation which at present is unuseable. 

If some organised scheme of irrigation can be carried out by Mr. 
Rutenberg orsome other agency, there is not the slightest doubt that its success 
will bring an overwhelming demand for more. The investigation aud cou- 
struction of a small work will not entail great cxpense compared to the 
sums of money being spent in Palestine. The amount of £15,000 ix sug- 
gested ; possibly half thit would cover the cost. The Government won't 
apparently do anything. Mr. Rutenberg, apparently, is not in a position to 
do anything. Itvw left to the Zionist Organisation or to private munificence 
to start the cultivation of Palestine on the path which in many countries has 
led to prosperity.

They had also 
cowpted several active workers on the Executive. They had been set 
jhe task of raising £20,000 for 568). In connection with their prize 
scheme that quota had been raised to £25,000, Eight months of the 
year had elapsed and they had only sueceeded in reaching about half that 
‘total. a little over £10,000, They had also received a legacy of £1,200 from 
the late Mr. Foner. of Swansea. The summer months were at hand and the 
task of raising the remainder was a formidable one. The only bright spot 
was the forthcoming West London Palestine Bazaar which, it was hoped, 
would bring in a large amount, There were several days in the Jewish 
National Fund ealendar on which special efforts could still be made. These 
mere the 2eth of Ghe Herzl Jahrzcit), Tisha Ab, YORE and 
Vt was very regrettable that recently the various Com- 
mixeions hed shown signs of slackening. It was true that they had hada 
formidable competitor in the Aveca Hayesod, but that was no reason for 
remitting their efforts. They had distributed about 23,000 Jewish National 
Fand boxes, and if they could secure 5s. a quarter from this source, their 
problem would be solved, but the receipts from box collections fell far 
below this amount.

He gave 
deiails of the receipts from the principal Commissions showing that in 
nearly every case they fell below the quota assigned to each district. The 
total receipts from box collections were £3,158 as compared with £4,156- 
in the previous vear. tsolden Book certifieates had yielded £826 and bazaars 
L304). The denam collection amounted to £1,665. He emphasised the 
importance of the box collection, He said that the administration was 
conducted as economically as’ possible. The salaries of: the travelling’ 
Organisers were paid bry the Head Office. 

Mr. Cores then reada paper on “ Organisation.” He said that both in 
Leiden ard in many provincial centres there was a lack of direction. The’ 
Commissions did not, as a rule, represent all sections of the local com- 
ubiities; workers were too few in number and too reluctant to admit 
recrnts. ‘There were at present in the United Kingdom and Ireland only 
fifty-rine Jenish National Fund Commissions, and only 21,000 boxes were’ 
distributed, of which half were in London. These figures showed whata 
large amount of work remained to be done. He urged the importance of 
wider distribution of boxes and regular clearances. He suggested the 
appointment of a Registrar in each district to direct the work,and urged 
frequent meetings of workers. The work should be as far as possible on a 
voluntary basis. 

Mrs. Pry= ir gave a brief address. She said she had just returned 
from her sixth visit to Palestine. There was a growing difficulty of securing 
Jand, and the importanee of the speedy acquisition of large tracts should 
them On redoubled efforts. 

In the afternoon session Messrs. Wassey and Epstein gave an account of 
their activitiesin various provincial centres. 

‘*The Policy of Opposition,’’ 

Professor Sriig Bropersky said that his visit to Palestine had 
impressed him with the fact that Zionists were far too modest about 
ther achievements, and inclined to pay far too much attention to state 
ments from hostile sources.

due to him that Palestine had been converted into a peacefal, settled, and 
civilised country in which it was possible to do things. The thing 
Palestine needed vas release from the atmosphere of suspicion based on 
political questions. He was glad to see that his own impressions of Palestine 
were confirmed, hy independent an as Mr. Grossman whe, in 
his interview in Tur Jewrsu Cnrovicir, had-borne testimony to the rate 
of Jewish progress and the happiness of the Jewish population. The type 
of criticism he strongly condemned was that contained in a letter 
to Tue Jrwisn Curonicie, in which the writer suggested that 
Jews should not spend a single penny on Palestine till our rights 
were settled to our advantage. This sort of attack was thoroughly 
irresponsible, and could do a great deal of harm. What they had to deplore 
was the attitude adopted for some reason or another by that most IM por tant 
Jewish organ—the policy of opposition to the official organisation, with the 
result that the average reader who was not qualified to judge for himself 
was discouraged and prevented from taking part in the work. If that policy 
had prevailed twenty years ago they would have bad no Balfour Declaration 
and no Mandate. The boundaries of Palestine had been fixed as far north 
as they were because Metullah was situated in the northernmost corner, 
The real heroes of Palestine were those who went out thirty and forty yeark 
ago without any Declaration or Mandate. The only justification for ay 
opposition party in Zionism was if that opposition were prepared io take 
over the reins of government. It had been suggested that the Balfour 
Declaration had effected nothing. The real test was the growth of Jew ish 
immigration which showed that the Jews of the world realised that there 
was a change. He described some of his impressions of the country, ind 
said that the charges that the Jewish settlers were. anti-religious, or dis- 
regarded the family tie, were simply untrue. He came baek convinced that 
something solid was being achieved in Palestine. In regard to their local 
work, he urged that they should abandon “ campaigns and carry on their 
activities on an educational basis, which in due course would produce the 
material results. Campaigns merely killed interest. 

Mr. H. L. HAWKINS, Secretary, outlined a programme for future ork, 
He acknowledged the help rendered by the young Zionists.

Economic Board for Palestine. 
ANNUAL REPORT. 

The third ordinary general meeting of the Economic Board for Palesi ne 
will be held at 7, Queen Square, Southampton Row, on Monday next, at tive 
o'clock. Sir Alfred Mond, M.P., will preside. 

The report, covering the period Ist July, 1925, to Sist December, 124, 
records steady progress in many directions. Exports of -Palestine prodiwe 
in 1%24 was of the value of LE5.266 549, as against LE4825.125 1025, while 
shipping totalled 2.066.216 tons, an inerease of 822.441 over the previous 
year. There were 13,553 immigrants to, and 2.500 rmmigrants from. Palestine 
in 1924, as compared with 7,1 immigrants and 4.917 emigrants in 1‘25. 
Many of the immigrants had means, and the deposits of one bank had 
increased from £988,000 in 1923 to LL510000 in 124. Unemployment has 
practically disappeared, and a number of new factories have been opened. 
The outstanding feature of the year in agriculture is the develapment of 
tobacco cultivation. The quality of Palestine tobacco has much improved: 
and the best samples have been readily sold abroad. Oranges continue to 
figure as the most important exportof the country; for the year 192), 231 
ceases (valued at £E420,702) were exported, constituting a reeord in the 
trade. ‘The report expresses the view. however, that it will be difficult to 
create an export trade on any sufficient scale until harbour facilities have 
been provided. At the request of the Palestine Government, the Board 
raised a guarantee fund of £3.10) for the Palestine Pavilion. The results 
were very satisfactory to the exhibitors, goods to the value of £50.00) Lowy 
sold. The administration of the Pavilion this year has been entrusted toa 
Committee, of which the Hon. Secretary of the Board (Mr. Walter 8. 
Cohen) is Chairman. 7 

The Central Bank of Co-operative Institutions in Palestine, of » hich 
the Board acts as London agents, has developed considerably and has had a 
suceessful year. After writing off the whole of the preliminary experses 
and the first year’s loss, and providing for Loan Interest, a balanee of £ E291 
has been carried forward. This compares with a loss of £E1.004 for the 
previous year. The total amount issued in loans during the year was 
LEWA51], and arrears in the repayment of the instalments and interest 
amounted at the Ist August, 1924, fo only 7.3 per cent. ef the loans. The 
gross profit for the year amounted to 32. 

The interest earned in 1924 by the Palestine Corporation on the existiog 
loans, (£30,990) was almost sufficient to cover the overhead and general 
charges, and, it is anticipated, will more than cover them in future. There 
was a loss for the year of E871. The capital was increased during the year 
by the issue of 99,000 Ordinary Shares of £1 éach.

This was given for the work of these two young people in raising 
the sum of £40 for the Jewish National Fund by means of the performance 
of two original plays they had written and produced recently. The 
following were elected: Messrs. Bernhard Davis, Chairman: B. Ackerman. 
Treasurer; A. Hamburger, Hon. Secretary; and a Committee. Mr. H. 
Stone was elected Collector.

On Sanday a public meeting was held at the Elgin Street Hall, under 
the auspices of the Zionist Central Organisation, in order to hear an address 
by Rabi Dr. Salis Daiches, of Edinburgh, on his impressions of Palestine.

English Zionists and the Forthcoming Congress. 


From Mr. H. J. Morgenstern (Seem ury). 
To the Editor of Trt Jewisn Caronicre. 

Siz,—I crave the hospitality of your widely-read journal in order to 
draw the attention of the members of the constituent bodies of the English 
Zionist Federation and others who, though. for some reason or other, not 
members of a Zionist body, nevertheless realise the importance of the 
Ziouist Congress, to the fact. that the Fourteenth Congress will open in 
Vienna on August the 18th, and that the sale of the current (5685) Shehalin 
will, in accordance with the rules, close two months before, ¢.¢., on the 18th 
inst. This means that the Executive of the Zionist Organisation will then 
determine the number of delegates which the English Zionist Federation 
will be entitled to send to the Congress, based upon the number of Shehalimn 
which will then have been paid for by the Federation to the Treasury of the 
Organisation. 

In so doing the Executive will take into consideration not only the 
current year's Shehalim, but also those of last year. Four thousand 
of both issues are required for one delegate. A concession is made in regard 
to the last delegate, for whom only two thousand She/alim are required. 
The English Zionist Federation sent seven delegates to the last Cougress, 
ahd in order to be entitled to send a similar number of delegates to the 
forthcoming Congress it must, therefore, dispose of not less than twenty- 
six thousand Shelalim of the 5684 and 5685 issues. 

Last year, barely eight thousand Shelalim were disposed of by the 
Federation. If, therefore, the Federation is to send seven delegates to the 
next Congress, it has to dispose of this year’s Shelalim not less than eighteen 
thousand.

Srr.—I have read with absorbing interest the corresponde:ce that xs 
going on in your columns regarding the “ Jewish National Home. 

It is certainly a sign of vitality and bodes good for the future. that at 
long last Jew ry is awake ing to her obligations wo her own people. 

As to whether or not there shall be a Jewish boycott of Palestine until 
the Balfour Declaration is carried out in its entirety, one certainly can find 
a great deal of sympathy for both schools of thought, but there can be no 
question by either that the Balfour Declaration or any other policy as 
regards a “ Palestine as Jewish as England is English,’ can only be accom- 
plished when we can say that the land of Palestine belonys to the Jewish 
people.

The New Central Synagogue. 

Owing to lack of accommodation in their former premises in Govan 
Street, the trustees of the Beth Medrash Hebrew Congregation, of Glasyow, 
have acquired larger and more suitable premises at the junction of Hoxpital 
Street and Rutherglen Road, 8.8., which, as the New Central Synagogue, will 
form an imposing and important landmark right in the heart of the Jewish 
quarter. Formerly occupied as a church, the building is being 
artistically re-decorated and re-altered to suit the requirements of a mevlern 
congregation and, when finished, will rank as the largest synagogue in 
Glasgow. The seating accommodation is for 1,400, and the Council a: tici- 
pate being in a position to let seats at extremely low rates, thus allowing 
members to rent seats for their children also at a reasonable price. This, 
the Council anticipates, will encourage the younger generation to take a 
bigger interest in communal affairs by being members of a synagogue. 

The Trustees and Council of the congregation are to be warmly 
congratulated on their enterprise and initiative in securing such a magnificent 
building for the community. For besides the main synagogue and lesser 
Beth Medrash, there is a large hall and a suite of committee rooms ad join- 
ing the building which have been sold to the Jewish Board of Guar«dians 
for their own use and for the use of kindred charitable and social org.) isa- 
tions, among the latter of which may be mentioned the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade and the Jewish Girls’ Club. 

The cost of the building has been £53,459, to which must be added & | 19 
for structural alterations and re-decorations. Of this sam £800 has already 
been collected, and £1,000 is being paid by the Jewish Board of Guardians 
for the large hall and offices. There is still a deficit of £3,150 to be cleared 
off, and it is hoped that the Jewish communities, aot only in Glasgow. but 
in Great Britain, will subseribe liberally to the founding of this nich 
needed Synagogue. The Treasurer of the Building Fund, Mr. & 
Rosenbloom, 139a, St. Vincent Street, Glasgow, will gratefully receive 
and acknowledge donations. 

The work of renovation and redecoration is now nearing completion, 
and it is anticipated that the New Central Synagogue will be opened and 
dedicated by the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire early in Septemb«:.

Jews and Christianity. 

The following is an abstract of a letter to the Guascow Heracp fiom 
Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches, in reference to the report printed in that paper of 
a discussion at the.Gieneral Assembly of the Church of ‘Scotland on * The 
Jews and their Retation to Christianity”: On the one hand (says Dr. 
Daiches) there is an effusion of love, of admiration, of reyerénce for the 
Jew and his contribution to the religious evolution of humanity, and on the 
other hand expressions of dislike, of fear, of a desire to keep at a distance, 
based on unproved statements and untenable allegations. You find the same 


speaker dwelling upon the “elect race” and “the greatness of their

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destiny,” and continuing to describe them as a “problem, sometimes a 
peril,” requiring the immediate attention of the conversionist in order 
to be saved for true religion. There is an appeal for fair ‘treatment 
for the Jew, a reference to the work of Jewry's restoration and 
emancipation that is now proceeding in Palestine. and dn urgent cal! 
for a final attack on the Jew’s independence of thought and loyalty 
to his traditions! It would be difficult to imagine a greater tangle of incor.- 
sistencies and logical fallacies than those presented by the arguments of the 
Rev. A. J. C. Mackellar, convener of the Jewish Missions Committee. I 
have no doubt that the Jews of the Gorbals will forgive the Rev. Mr. 
Provand and the members of his Church their disregard of the Command- 
ment “ Love thy neighbour " if the result of that disregard will be that the 
Jews loyalty to their faith will not be interfered with by conversionist 
agents on account of their lack of funds. But what the Jews of the Gorbals 
will resent—and will rightly resent—is the attack which Mr. Provand has 
thought it fit to make on them as citizens on the ground of their conduct, 
the “nuisance” they cause to their neighbours, “ more especially their 
church going, Sabbath-keeping neighbours, by the work they doin their 
houses or the way they amuse themselves in their homes on a Sunday.” 
{ fully admit (added Dr. Daiches) that where there is any likelihood of Jews 
disturbing their Christian neighbours in their Sunday rest, or in their prayers 
or devotions, every precaution should be taken by Jews to prevent this 
happening, and I think that in the large majority of cases this care is fully 
exercised. Itis not very long since the Lord Provost of Glasgow, who, I 
understand, is one of the representatives of the Gorbals in the Glasgow 
Town Council, and who ought to know a good deal about the Jews in the 
district, spoke at a public function in praise of the Jews and their conduct 
as citizens, and held them up as examples to other natienalities. Where the 
ciyic head has nothing but praise, is it not strange that a preacher of the 
(;ospel should utter blame and justify hatred /

Law Cases. 


The Alleged Bogus Jewel Robbery. — Wednesday in last woek was the 
eighth day's hearing of the action in which Mrs. Zella Pincus. trading as S 
Pincus, wholesale jeweller; of High Holborn, seeks to recover from Mr. George 
Simmons, a Lloyds’ underwriter, £330 11s. 7d., as part of asum of £44,642 10s., 
the value of jewelry which the plaintiff says was stolen from her husband. 
Mr. Stephen Pincus, at the Prospect Hotel, Harrogate. on September Ist 
1925. The jewelry was insured against loss by theft under two policies of 
£47,2)0, and it has been agreed that the liability of the other underwriters 
shall depend upon the verdict in this case. The defendant denies that there 
has been any loss of the jewelry, for the theft of which a man named 
Natensohn, alias Maxwell, was tried and acquitted at the Leeds Assizes. 
It is suggested by the defence, notwithstanding, that Natensohn conspired 

with Pincus to effect the alleged bogus robbery. 

Mr, Jowirr K.C., opened the case for the defence, and said the impor- 
tance of this case to defendant was not the £309 which he might be called 
on to pay as his share of the loss, but to see that fraudulent claims could 
not succeed and that honest claims should. For once it became known that 
a person could make a fraudulent claim and be paid, that would be taken 
into consideration for fixing risks for honest merchants and traders. It 
was important to consider the character and antecedents of Mr. Pincus. 
From childhood Mr. Pincus was a stranger to honesty and honest dealing 
Up to 1914, at any rate, he was carrying on a long firm fraud. Having seen 
him in the box, sometimes cringing, sometimes bombastic, but always 
shuffling, Mr. Jowitt asked the jury to say that Mr. Pincus was a rogue iu 
1°14, a rogue in 1921, and a rogue in 1923 

If he (Mr. Jowitt) were right about Mr. Pincus, there was one section 
of people who had a right to feel aggrieved. The Jewish race, with their 
great traditions and ideals, found themselves on occasions such as these held 
up to obloquy which they did not deserve by reason of the ill-doing of one 
errant member of their race. 

Counsel went on to urge that the alleged robbery was a planned thing 
between Natensohn and Pincus, so that it should be concluded that the 
former was the thief and the latter un honest man to whem £49.00 ought 
to be paid. 

Harry Slackman was then called for the defence, and examined by 
Mr. Cassels. He said that he lived at Blythe Street, Bethnal Green, and 
wasaclothier. In 1923 he started business at Aldgate with a partner 
named Evelyn Levy. The partnership ceased in June, 1923, and he then 
took as a partner Moischa Natensohn. The latter traded as “ Max 
Natensohn,” and everybody used to call hum “Max.” The business con- 
tinued to be carried on in the name of E. Levy and Co., and later it waa 
transferred to larger premises in Duke Street, E.C. 3, where they occupied 
three floors. Natensohn only attended there once or twice a week. 

The witness said that last December, on four occasions, someone rang 
up and asked for “ Max,” aud when he (the witness) said that he was in, the 
caller came round and had a private conversation with Natensohn in au 
inner roam. 

Mr. Cassecs: Do you see in Court the man who called and saw 
Natensohn ? | 

The witness (pointing to Mr. Pincus): Yes; he is sitting there with 
folded arms. 

Further questioned, the witness said that he was twenty-two years of 
age. At the present moment he was under committal for trial to the Central 
Criminal Court for alleged conspiracy with his brother Raphael. When he 


“was nineteen he (the witness) was bound over at a police court.. He had not 


been paid or promised anything for his attendance to give evidence. 

Mr. Bevan (cross-examining)—Do you expect anything ’— No. 

The witness denied that his brother Raphael had ever been convicted 
and sentenced to imprisonment for fraud. 

Counsel.—Is he au undischarged bankrupt ’—Yee. 

“’hat does he do for a living ?—I don't know. — 

‘What are you doing ?—-Working as a master tailor. ati 

When you were bound over, were you charged with beiut a suspected 
person loitering *—Yes. 

Where were you charged ?+At Guildhall 

_ And where were you loitering ?—Outside a police station. 

The police charged you with being a suspected person ’—Yes, I can 
easily remember that, for in two seconds I was inside the police station. 

Mr. Bevan.—-What is the offence for which you are now being charged ? 
—Alleged conspiracy with my brother and a person not in custody, 

What is the third person's name ’—Moss Levy. 

Any relation to the Evelyn Levy who was your partuer ?—Yes. 

What relation ’—I don't know. 

Is Moss Levy Evelyn Levy's husband ?—Ne. I thought they were 
husband and wife, but I found later that they were not. 

Moss Levy was living with your late partner ?—I suspect so. 

The witness said that he came te that Court with his brother Raphael! 
on their way to their bail at the Thames Police Court. They stayed in 
Court a quarter of an hour and spoke to no-one. 

Mr. Bevax.—What money have you got now ?—Nothing. 

And is your brother Raphael in the same position ?—I don't know. 

The witness said that he first made a statement about the case when Mr. 
Watts, the defendant's solicitor, and Mr. Holloway Pike called on him on 
Monday evening. On the previous evening a man, whom he saw in Court, 
called to see him. 

The man was called forward by Mr. Justice Sankey. He said that 
his name was Leon Brooks. 

Slackman said that Brooks said to him: “ Why do you want to give 
evidence ; one Yiddisher man against another ?" He had seen Brooks with 
Hyman Cohen. 

Mr. Bevan said that when Natensohn was tried at the Leeds Assizes, 
Mr. Cassels, his counsel, called Leon Brooks on behalf of the accused. 

His Lorpsurr : It seems rather a tangled skein. 

Mr. Cassexs: I think I am one of the knots. 

Detective-sergeant Baldwin, of the West Riding Constabulary, stationed 
at Harrogate, said that he had charge of the investigations succeeding the 
alleged robbery, and came to the conclusion that the bag which had contained 
the jewels was empty when it was cut. Cross-examined by Mr. Bevan, the 
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witness said that when he expressed the opinion that the bag was empty, he 
meant that it was not quite full. Rey 

At previous hearings of the case, strong eviderice had been given “he: 
the bow fides and trustworthiness of Mr. Pincus by those with whom he h 
done extensive business, Mr. Adolph Kempler, of Holborn Viaduct testif ying 
that since the alleged robbery he had trusted Mr. Pincus with goods 
amounting to considerable sums in value. Remarkable evidence was also 
given by a jeweller, who proved by actual demonstration in Court, the 
eclerity with which a large amount of jewellery could be abstracted from 
the cases in which it was contained and traneferred to the pocket of one 
wishing to rifle them. 

The case was adjourned until June 10th. 

Recommended for Deportation. On Monday, at the North London 
Police Court. Micuart Reersrery, alias Jack Gorn, 32, a Russian subject, 
described as a general merchant, of no fixed abode, was charged on remand 
with failing to report to the police within twenty-four hours of his discharge 
from prison and every seven days afterwards, as well as all changes of residence 
and employment. It was stated that the prisoner should have appeared at 
the Central Criminal Court last month on another charge, but absconded 
while on bail. Asa result, his mother, who had stood as his surety, was 
al rested and sent to prison. Since his arrest however. ahe had been released, 
A previous offence against the Aliens Restriction 01 der having been proved, 
Mr. Pope (the magistrate) sentenced the prisoner to six months hard labour, 
and recommended him for deportation. Together with Harry Greenberg, 
20. and Joseph Lee, 23, both travellers, of no fixed abode. Rubinstein was 
further committed to the Central Criminal Court on a charge of breaking and 
entering 354, Kingsland Road, on May 23rd, and stealing clothing and 
jewellery valued-at £50, the property of Mrs. Ida Hacker. a widow. 


Prize Distribution. 
SOUTH HACKNEY SYNAGOGUE CLASSES. 
The annual distribution of prizes was held last Sunday im the Syna- 
gogue Classrooms, Devonshire Road, Dr. 8. BiuackMAN presided and Mrs, 


* Blackman distributed the awards. 


The proceedings began with the singing of Psalm 24, and the recitation 
of Psalms 23, 131, and 126, by three of the pupils. 

The Rev. G. Isaacs read the report of the examiner. Mr. Herbert M. 
Adler, of which the following is an abstract. 

There were present 230 children out of 280. Punctuality is commendable and 
the registers are properly ~. In the highest class, nine out of fourteen were 
present including six girle. The work done in the last year includes ten chapters 
of Genesis and the Amidah for week days. Special attention has been viven to 
the subjects for the Singer Memorial Prizes in which the pupils have gained 
marked distinction. A little Hashiis done, and the passagesywhich I heard were 
rendered with accuracy. In the second class, twenty-six out of twenty-eight 
were in attendance. Almost the entirety of the Ha//el had been translated, as 
well as some of the most important prayers and two chapters of Genesis. There 
are some exceptionally bright pupils in this class, and the girls show at least 
equal proficiency with the boye. Mr. Swager’s class has nearly translated the 
whole of the Sedra Viket:, anda test passage was well rendered. In Mr. Cohen's class 
most of the rrace after meals is included in the ¢urriculum,as well as the Amidah 
for week-days and the somewhat difficult Song of Moses (Exodus, chapter xv.). 
The classes have done good service in attracting some of the children from 
Council Schools in the district who were receiving no —< education at all. 
Rather over thirty of such children have recently been drawn in owing to the 
efforts made by the Superintendent, the Rev. G. Isaacs. The work is continuing 
most epetnactely: The classes are fortunate in their etaff, and from the 
Superintendent down to the teacher in the lowest class the greatest zeal and 
striving are apparent. I only regret that I could not spend a longer time in each 
class; the teachers were most anxious to show me what had been accomplished. 

The report also refers to the work done im the classes conducted by Mr. 
Scott, Mr. Edelman, Mr. Bernstein, and Miss Pizer. | 

The CHAIRMAN expressed appreciation, on behalf of his wife and him- 
self, to the Honorary Officers and Board of Management of the synagogue 
for the invitation extended to them. It ‘was a privilege for them to be 
present on account of their long association with those classes, in which they 
had been pupils. The passing of examinations, and the ability to win 
prizes, did not fall to the lot of all the children, but whether they won 
prizes or not they had gained the highest prize of all when they learnt about 
Judaism. He felt that he must make some reference to the musical 
renderings and the Hebrew recitations given by the pupils. The manner 
in which they had been learnt was a compliment to the pupils and the 
teachers. The Hon. Officers of the synagogue ought to feel justly proud of 
those classes, which opened their doors to all Jewish children in the district 
irrespective of whether their parents could afford to pay, or whether they 
were members of the synagogue. 

Mr. 8S. Woo.rstein and Mr. Jcpan Levy endorsed the Chairman's 
remarks. 

Councillor A. GoLDSTINE, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Com- 
mittee of the classes, said that, as a parent who sent his own children to the 
classes, he could bear personal testimony to the efficiency of the teaching. 

_Mr. Joun ALTMAN, Treasurer, in responding, said that the classes held 
a high reputation in the community, and the Committee were pleased to be 
associated with the good work. He congratulated the Headmaster and 
teachers on the successes achieved throughout the year. 

Mr. Revpen ADLER proposed a vote of thanks to the examiner. A 
similar vote was accorded to the teaching staff, on the motion of the Rey 
8S. BLACHMAN, seconded by Dr. J. F. Mipioursky. 

The Rev. Gat}. eit Isaacs, in responding, expressed the gratitude of 
the teachers and himself for the cordiality with which the vote was received. 
He was pleased to testify that it was due to the loyalty and earnestness of 
the teachers that they were able to earn so satisfactory a report from Mr. 
Herbert M. Adler. He appealed to the Committee for their encouragement 
and support, and also to the parents of the children, 
their valuable co-operation that the teachers could hope to carry on and

Music and Drama. 


THE WEEK IN THE THEATRES. 


“Idle Hands,” produced at the “Q” Theatre last week, isa farcical comedy 
of asomewhat boisterous nature, which at least provides a thoroughly amusing 
evening's entertainment. The desenption of the play as a “satirical 
comedy ” is a little misleading, a8 every character and every situation is 
accentuated to a degree permissible and even commendable in farce, but 
quite out of character in comedy. As a farce, however, it is an excellent 
example of its kind, and is acted with tremendous gusto by Mr. Douglas 
Jefferies as a Bohemian composer, Mr. Alfred Clark as a platitudinons 
J.P.. and the Misses Hazel Jones and Jeannette Sherwin as two foolish 
but attractive females. 


“The Lavender Garden,” at the Barnes Theatre, is a play of the 
familiar “dream” type, in which an old man recalls the incidents of 
his youth—inainly ofa pathetic nature. The dialogue is stilted, and the plot 
is conventional. However, the morals of the play are unexceptionable, and 
it should rejoice the hearts of these who are active in the “ purity cam- 
paign.’ Mr. Arthur Wontner, Miss Dorothy Peters, and Miss Agatha 
Kentish do their best with it. Miss Peters gives a very charming 
performance. 


“Tell me More.” which was produced at the Winter Garden last 
week, is a musical comedy of the type that has filled that house regularly 
for some years past. It is not strikingly original, and its plot is negligible. 
but it provides a thoroughly entertaining evening, with abundance of 
comedy, light and “catchy ” music, and some good dancing. The mainstays 
of the play.are Mr. Leslie Henson—a real comic genius—Miss Heather 
Thatcher, and Mr. Claude Hulbert, whose combination of dancing and 
comedy made the hit of the evening. 


Miss Irma Kraft. who arranged the Europea: tour of the Yiddish Art 
Theatre of New York last year, has arrived in London to further a scheme 
for an International Playhouse, “to serve as a clearing house for the 
dramatists of the world, and to help in that way to advance the cause of 
peace.” The International Playhouse, Inc., has been formed for this pur- 
pose in New York. The first play to be produced is “The Subway,” an 
expressionistic play by Elmer Rice (a Jew). 

A new play, “ The Verdict,’ by Olive Lethbridge, will be presented at 
the Aldwych on Sunday evening, the 21st inst., by the Dramatic Section of 
the Lyceum Club.

MUSICAL NOTES.

To the Editor of Tue CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—I read with much concern your Dramatic Critic’s remarks in the 
CHRONICLE upon the production of “Common Clay.” As I hold 
very strong views on the subject (and cpject) of little theatres,” 1 cannot 
let so definite an attack go by without some word of protest. 

1 am quite prepared to concede that © the chief purpose of the suburban 
little Theatre should be to educate the public taste by the presentation of 
works of real merit. . .” but who is the judge, and what standard of merit 
do you suggest we should set ourselves ” 

It would be ludicrous for me to put ona play here—a so-called highbrow 
play--and expect the actors to play night after night to empty chairs. This 
you would say is “ educating the public ’-—but you can't educate a man if. 
when such a play is on, he books his seat at the music hall or goes to the 
cinema, 

First interest him—get him to believe that your sole desire is to cater 
for his amusement, then step by step he will unknowingly find amusement 
in a different standard of entertainment. There vou can attain vou 
purpose —my purpose—but the method of attack is where we differ. 

It is an expensive and difficult task, the running of a theatre : aud even 
if we had an unlimited mine of funds, it would be sheer stupidity on our 
part if we produced, without paving the way, plays that we know full wel! 
would mean our playing to empty houses. 

Looking sanely at the subject, surely the real and immediate value of 
‘little theatres "is the trying out of plays that are either too original or of 
too doubtful a commercial value for a West End manager to speculate i: 
thousands, and so to give the managers an opportunity of seeing their effec: 
on the critic and the ‘public, as a result of which they can either turn the 
plays down or take them on with a certain degree of confidence. But where 
is the use of producing a play from which the public fight shy ” 

I am not going to suggest that the play, “ Common Clay,” which was the 
provocation of your critic's remarks, will ever make history, but I most 
emphatically repudiate his suggestion that it has no real merit 
—if none other, it served to entertain, and for twe or three hours to uplift, 
the people who made up our audiences each night last week. 

Paulatim isa motto that may well apply to the little theatre move- 
ment—* slow but sure,”
